oa the practical details for carrying 
out the terms President Wilson has 
laid down. 
Tho greatest danger facing the 
peopled the United States, officials 
said here tonight .is that they might 
hastily consider Germany's proposi­ 
tion as the unconditional surrender 
which the co-belligerents demand and 
relax their efforts to continue the 
vi tories at arms and carry over the 
fourth Liberty loan.

State headquarters, local 
boards 
and other officials of the state will 
hold themselves in readiness to pro­ 
ceed promptly with their work of 
registration on the date fixed. 
Existing draft machinery will be 
used with such 
increased 
facilities 
and additional registrars as are re­ 
quired for this enrollm ent. The gov­ 
ernors of the states, under the presi­ 
dent’s proclam ation will probably be 
called upon to supervise this regis­ 
tration, and the A djutant General, 
or draft executive, will be the cen­ 
tral adm inistrative authority. All lo­ 
cal boards will have Imm ediate direc­ 
tion and supervision within their re­ 
spective jurisdiction. The actual reg­

Persons not subject to registration 
solely on account of being in the 
m ilitary or naval service of the Unit­ 
ed States become subject to registra­ 
tion and are required to register im­ 
mediately upon leaving such m ilitary 
or naval service.

ALLIES IMPROVE 


Behind B ritish Lines in 
France, 
Sept. 6.— (Correspondence of the As­ 
sociated P ress)— Aerial bombing is 
today fa r m ore of an exact science 
than was supposed possible a year 
and a half ago. 
In the early days 
of the war, 
dropping 
bombs 
was 
largely a m atter of luck, and the 
straight eye of th e aviator was the 
only factor relied upon for success. 
Today, however, m atters are en­ 
tirely different. A ccurate bom bsights 
have been produced which, carefully 
used, are a guarantee of th e bomb 
I falling on the object aim ed at, w ith­ 
in a very em ail m argin of error. 
Of 
course, in the case of all sash In­ 


strum ents, the hum an 
elem ent 
is 
sometimes responsible for errors of 
calculation, and a sm all error on a 
bomb-sight at 15,000 feet will send 
a bomb far out of its course. In the 
words of an American airm an who 
has done some splendid raiding work 
in France: 
From this it m ust not be thought 
th at the m ajority of Allied bombs do 
not reach their billets in Germany or 
in the German lines; for aerial pho­ 
tographs taken 
after 
raids 
have 
show nthat they do. But em phasis is 
laid on ‘he im portance of the person­ 
al factor in bombing. 
In the excite­ 
m ent of work of this kind— often in 
the m idst of heavy shell fire— a very 
cool head is required to m anipulate 
an instrum ent as delicate as a bomb­ 
sight. B ritish airm en for example, 
receive a very thorough training in 
bombing before they are allowed to 
proceed overseas, and m ust obtain a 
certain num ber of hits before they 
can graduate. 
It is thought th a t quite a lot of the 
wanton and useless destruction of 
private property in England by Ger­ 
man raiders is due 
to 
sheer 
bad 
bombing. Undoubtedly 
the 
Central 
Powers are behind the allies in re­ 
gard to bombing gear, for on a large 
German twin-engined bombing air­ 
plane recently capturea was found a * 
crude copy of an English b o m b sig h t1 
which was introduced more than two 
years ago. 
Aerial bombs range in size from IO 
pounds up to fifty or sixty tim es th a t 
weight and are roughly of two kinds, 
incendiary and high-explosive. They 
are generally laid on their sides in 
racks underneath the 
airplane 
but 
sometimes they are carried in cells 
specially fitted in the fuselage (or 
body) of the machine. In either case 
they are fused and released by lev­ 
ers placed convenient to the pilot or 
observer, the bombs themselves being 
far out of reach. 
W hen a bomb is released it does 
not fall directly downward but takes 
a forward path as it drops, in the 
direction in which the machine is 
travelling. This is due to the mo­ 
mentum im parted to it by the speed 
of the aircraft. 
A factor of great 
Importance 
in 
bombin gis the tim e-length 
of 
the 
fuse. F or example, if a railway junc­ 
tion was being 
attacked, 
a 
bomb 
which exploded on contact would do 
far m ore dam age than one w ith a de­ 
lay fuse for th e form er would have 
a wide, low radius of action— sm ash­ 
ing up the railway line— while th* 
latter would during th#* delay bury 
itself in th e ground and merely m ake 
a deep crater of sm all area. 
The reverse, however, would apply 
in the ease of a m unition factory. A 
bomb exploding on contact would go 
off b m soon as it touched the roof, 
doing little or no dam age to the re­ 
m ainder of th e building; but an ap­ 
propriately tim ed delaw fuse would 
give th e bomb tim e to crash throngh 
to the middle or ground floors, w here 
it would be infinately m ore destruc­ 
tive.

On the 
Champagne front General Berthlot is less than 
five miles from Bethel, while General Gouraud 
has taken Vouzieres but hasn’t penetrated much 
north of it. Douai has virtually been reached.
